BINGO, THE most popular 
chance game has become, in the 
minds of synagogue leaders, a 
solution to all financial problems. 
One rabbi of a bingo playing 
congregation observed, “They 
don’t care whether you believe 
in God, but you’d better come up 
with a good idea for the bingo 
committee.” 


JUDGING BY the packed syna- 
gogue halis at game _ time, 
though, there is hardly any need 
to lure players. In the first three 
months of this year, more than 
one-half million persons’ spent 
some $1,839,791 playing bingo in 
the metropolitan area, according 
to the State Lottery Control 


Commission which keeps a close | 


tab on every location where 


bingo is played. 

The majority of bingo players 
are women.

Some synagogue leaders 
said their net profit from bingo 
was thirty-forty thousand dol- 
lars annually. However, those lo- 
cated in the slum areas often net 
an annual take of three and four 
times that much, 


ALTHOUGH synagogue lead. 
ers involved, do not claim bingo 
is the most honorable fund-rais- 
ing device, they do not find them 
“reprehensible, illicit, immoral or 
undignified,” as national syna- 
gogue organizations claim them 
to be. 

Nevertheless, bingo-playing 
synagogues are terribly reluctant 
to divulge or even discuss the 
operation of the business, let 
alone allow to take pictures dur- 
ing games. In one instance, the 
Temple B’nai Israel Sheerith Ju- 
dah Community Center, on Man- 
hattan’s upper West side, took 
a camera from a POST and 
OPINION photographer by force 
and returned it only after the 
film had been destroyed. 

The games are publicized by, 
huge signs outside the syna- 
gogue. “This,” says a bingo at- 
tendant, “attracts a maximum 
attendance.” 

The impression one gets by 
talking to synagogue leaders re- 
sponsible for the gambling as a 
means of fund raising is, that 
they look upon it as a regular 
business venture: Get as much 
as you can from the customer. 

As one of the more successful 
committee chairmen put it, “We 
must pump out as much as possi- 
ble, since without this revenue 
we cannot successfully operate.” 

And another one remarked 
high-handedly, “What do you 
want? Bingo is legal now. If the 
government does not care should 
we?” 

Mrs. Amadeoz is back at her 
bingo table, where she believes 
a fortune is awaiting her. 

But the gambling practices are 
not universally accepted. There 
are those who oppose it and are 
determined to initiate disciplin.- 
ary action against violators.

” dent of the United States within the next 12 
years, you can be sure of that, as thirty million 
Jews wear a green necktie on St. Patrick’s Day. 
Today the Irish get belligerent only about that short left field 
fewe in the Dodger’s Coliseum and now they say, “I am Irish.” 
There is no apology, and there is no hostility. 

IN 1960 THE JEWS are where the Irish were in 1920. Now 
it is the Jews who want to go to Princeton and it is they who 
want to be Episcopalians. But a slight improvement. They say, 
“am Jewish and I am proud of it”’—the evidence of both an 
apology and an aggression. Often, too, and unfortunately, a bit 
ot ethnocentrism (‘We are the best,” “We are the smartest,” etc.), 
the truest sign of both fear and self-hate. 

And while the Jews want to be Episcopalians, 
Ricans want to be Spanish, 
and the DAR’s want to be 
sv, “I am Irish!” Ah, 
Carolinas. 

BUT SOME OF this will soon disappear. The Jews are catch- 
ing up. In another thirty years they will be as happy when their 
sons go to the Yeshiva College and to Brandeis University as the 
Irishman is now when his son goes to Boston College.

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All{nclusive Synagogue Membership Plan Has Made 
Deep Inroads Into Meeting Operational Costs

there appeared a letter from a

BASICALLY, THERE were 
three major sources of revenue. 
First, the sale of high holiday 
seats. Second, the fees charged 
for Hebrew school. Third, and 
only a Yiddish word can properly 
describe it—schnoddering or the 
sale or auction of various ritual 
honors and privileges to those 
able to pay for them and even 
frequently to the highest bidder.

RIGHTLY OR wrongly, statis- 
tics indicate that the synagogue 
financed in this manner has be- 
come a legend and only a few 
exist.

Gradually but consistently, 
synagogues of all persuasions 
passed into a second phase dur- 
ing which they abandoned the 
most obnoxious aspects of the

early system — they eliminated 
the schnoddering and in most in- 
stances instead of abandoning the 
high holiday appeal, restricted it 
to causes other than the syna- 
gogue such as the United Jewish 
Appeal and Israeli Bonds. 

Thus the main sources or 
revenue for most synagogues be- 
came the sale of high holiday 
seats, Sunday and Hebrew schoo] 
tuition, fund-raising projects plus 
a membership fee, although the 
latter was still very inconsequen- 
tial in the total amount raised. 
In the main, those remain the 
basic sources of revenue for 
many synagogues in our country, 
except for Reform congregations 
affiliated with the Union of 
American Hebrew Congrega 
tions. 

IT WAS Reform congregations 
that effected a revolutionary ap- 
proach to the financing of 
the contemporary synagogue, 
although even today, 30 years 
after it was launched, it is not 
universally employed. It began 
with the idea that year-round 
temple membership rather than 
attendance at high holiday serv- 
ices was the mark of identifica- 
tion for the Jew in relation to 
his synagogue. The first step, 
therefore was the elimination of 
the sale of high holiday seats and 
the adoption of an all-inclusive

In the post World War II pe- 
riod, the new congregations being 
established as a result of the 
move to the suburbs by a 
younger generation, the empha- 
sis was on the education of chil- 
dren in Judaism. To encourage 
the enrollment of children in 
Sunday and mid-week schools, 
parents were asked to look upon 
the synagogue as a totality—to 
regard its program of education, 
worship and cultural activities in 
its oneness. Thus, more and 
more congregations adopted the 
all-inclusive membership fee and

“Membership payments consti- 
tute the bulk of synagogue (Re- 
form) income, varying in our 
congregations from 75 per cent 
to 98 per cent of the tota] oper- 
ating budget, and are to be re- 
garded as the lifeblood and back- 
bone of congregational financing. 
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Building a membership pledged 
to loyalty and adequate Support 
s, sherefore, of paramount im. 
portance and is necessarily the 
result of a permanent educationa] 
process, intimately relateg to 
leadership, program and partici. 
pation.” 

THE ALL-INCLUSIVE mem. 
bership plan has made deep in- 
roads in Conservative Synagogue 
and synagogue-centers ag well 
This is evidenced by the fact 
that the United Synagogue ot 
America published a booklet in 
1958 on “Financial Security for 
Your Synagogue” and the first 
approach they suggest is the 
“package plan.”

Supermarket Is Roaring 
Success in Tel Aviv 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — Israel's 
first supermarket got underway 
with a bang two summers ago. 
The supermarket located in Tel 
Aviv was financed by American 
and Canadian capital and had 
1,600 stockholders. 

When the supermarket opened, 
it was greted by banner head- 
Jines and a grocery store own- 
ers’ protest strike. They viewed 
the new supermarket as a men- 
ace to their livelihood. 

Israel’s housewives weren't too 
enthusiastic about the idea either. 

Yet, Israel's first supermarket 
has triumphed over all these dif- 
ficulties. Supersol, as the store 
is called, is run by Alan Fine 
berg, who came to Israel with 
years of supermarket chain store 
experience in the American Mid- 
die West under his belt. 

Supersol’s latest financial re- 
port — which has just been re- 
leased — shows a smashing pro- 
fit. This cold figures refute pes- 
simists who were convinced a 
supermarket would fail in Israel 
because of the scarcity of large 
freezers and private cars. 

Fineberg claims that Supersgl’s 
daily average sale of chickens, 
between two and three thousand, 
is probably the largest in the 
world. 

One for this is that 
poultry is far cheaper than meat 
—about half the price of the 
cheapest cut. Supersol sells chick- 
ens, plucked, cleaned and ready 
to cook, and packed in plastic 
bags, at about $1.35 each, the 
Jewish Observer and Middle East 
Review reports. 

Compared with $2.30 a kilo for 
Jamb, $3.10 for the cheapest cut

of beef, and $4.60 for veal, this 
is really cheap. 

Much of the vegetables and 
fruit the supermarket sells is 
bought direct. The rest is bought 
on the wholesale market. Tnuva, 
despite its earlier opposition, now 
supplies a third of the dairy 
products the supermarket sells, 
as well as two-thirds of the sup- 
plies of fruit and vegetables it 
buys wholesale. 

ALTHOUGH farm Produce ac- 
counts for nearly half the total 
sales volume by weight, in cash 
value it amounts to only 14 per 
cent, an indicator of the increas- 
ing abundance of local fruit and 
vegtables at fairly 
prices. 

Generally speaking, dairy pro- 
duce is cheap by international 
standards, although butter is an 
exception. 

ORDINARY margarine and oil 
always popular here, have tended 
to take its place. Milk margarine, 
a new product, is also becoming 
increasingly popular. 

The original opposition on the 
part of retail grocers seems to 
have petered out. Although sales 
in shops near the supermark 
seem to have dropped off, few 
have closed down. Nevertheless, 
it is hard for a small retailer 
to compete with a store that car- 
ries 4,000 items on its shelves, 
the Jewish Observer and Middle 
East Review reports. 

Flushed with success, the com- 
| pany plans seven more super: 
| markets — two more in Tel Aviv, 
| two in Haifa, two in Jerusalem 
| and one in Ashdod. A central 
warehouse will also be built in 
| Tel Aviv with a total area of 
| 142,000 sq. ft.

Israel’s Security Services War 
With U.A.R. Cloak and Dagger Men 


TEL AVIV (P-O) — Everyone 
by now has heard about the Is- 
raeli security services sensation- 
al capture of Adolf Eichmann in 
Argentina. 

Less known is the continuing 
cloak and dagger struggle within 
Israel herself between Israeli se- 
curity services and U.A.R. spies. 

More than sixty Egyptian and 
Syrian spies have been arrested 
by the Israeli Security Services 
since the Sinai campaign. Forty 
of them have already been sen- 
tenced to a total of 260 years of 
imprisonment, and the other 20 
will shortly be tried. 

Among those still to be sen- 
tenced are eight Israeli Arabs, 
who are accused of organising a 
spy ring for the Syrian Deuxieme 
Bureau (Intelligence) and of 
trying to organize an Arab un- 
derground movement in Israel, 
the London Jewish Chronicle re- 
ported. 

But despite their failure up 
till now, the Egyptians are in- 
tensifying their “war” with the 
Israeli Intelligence Services with 
the clear object of preventing 
the Israeli counter-espionage 
from detecting their spies. 

Lately it has been noticed that 
the U.A.R. is doing her utmost 
to improve the standard of her 
agents, either by recruiting them 
among foreigners who often visit 
or even among Israelis 
who might supply them with 
tactical, strategic, or scientific 
information. 

So far their efforts have not 
been very successful. The for- 
eigners were arrested, and after 


their arrest also revealed to the! 
the | 
“cover addresses” in Europe and | 


Israeli Security Services 
other methods of communica-| 
tions. 

As to the efforts in recruiting 
Israeli Jews, in some cases the 
Egyptians succeeded but eventu- 
ally these Jews became “double 
agents,” who brought about the 
arrest of their contact men and 
their collaborators. 

Until 1954 there were German 
ex-Intelligence Officers who 
served as instructors and advis- | 
ers in Egypt, the London Jewish | 
Chronicle reported. Since the 
Soviet-Egyptian arms deals there 
have been no official reports 
about Soviet Intelligence experts 
being sent to Cairo, but it may 
be assumed that in this field, as 
in many others, the U.A.R. is 
being assisted by Moscow. More: | 
over, Egyptian Intelligence Of- | 
ficers have been sent to Soviet 
spying schools,

courses are of low standard as

TEL AVIV (P-O)—The first “‘Kinsey-type” research proj- 
ect into the sex life of a part of the Israel population is now 
being made by the Israel Institute of Applied Social Research, 


The Jerusalem Post reported. 


The Executive Director of the Institute, Dr. Uriel Foa, 
confirmed that research was being made into the life of 1,000 
couples, picked from various communities and income groups. 
Fifty research workers are enquiring into the couples’ sex life, 
their cultural compatibility, and their general mutual under- 


standing. 


Dr. Foa said that a grant of $54,000 had been received from 
the U.S. Public Health Service to finance the project. 

Asked whether the sociologists encountered any reserve 
in their subjects, Dr. Foa declared: “At first, it’s hard to get 
the people to talk. But when they do, it’s quite a problem to 


get them to stop.”

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Synagogue Was A ‘Fighting Word’ 
In Jewish Country Club of 1761 


CINCINNATI—Synagogue was 
a “fighting word” in Newport, 
R. 1,’s Jewish Club of 1761. 

The Newport Jewish Club was 
the only colonial Jewish social 
organization, according to Dr. 
Jacob R. Marcus, director of 
American Jewish Archives, the 
historical research center of He- 
prew-Union Coliege-Jewish Insti- 
tute of Religion here. 

The club rules, which are 
among the many flavorsome his- 
torical items Preserved in the 
Archives files, specifically warn 
members against “conversation 
relating to synagogue affairs on 
the forfeit of the value of four 
bottles of good wine,” Dr. Mar- 
cus notes. 

Judging from its regulation 
that “no person (was) to be ad- 
mitted as a member... without 
approbation of the members,” 
and that each member wishing 
to invite friends could bring “one 
at a time only,” the Newport 
Jewish club was apparently a 
rather exclusive—or, at any rate, 
fairly expensive—affair. 


DR. MARCUS speculates that 


this may be why Aaron Lopez, 
later to become one of New Eng- 
land’s most prominent merchant 
shippers, was not listed among 
the charter members. His 
brother Moses’ belonged but 
Aaron himself was probably still 
too poor in 1761 to afford the 


cost of the eating and gambling, 
prime features of all colonial so- 
cial clubs. 


Studying the Newport club’s 
ES-et-et-hr-dl-- ,ao -oi-et-EST 
“Rules Necessary to Be Ob- 


served,” Dr. Marcus ventures an- 
other guess why Aaron Lopez 
was not among charter members. 
He notes: 
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“PRESSIDENT Ezra Stiles of 
Yale College described him in 
later years as a man who always 
carried about with hirh a sweet- 
ness of behavior, a calm urbanity 
(and) an agreeable and unaffec- 
ted politeness of manners. Per- 
haps such a man simply had no 
interest in joining a club whose 
Members might be expected to 
‘behave unruly, curse, swear or 
offer to fight’—another common 
feature of colonia] sociability.” 


THE LIFE of the Newport 
club was such that members 
found it necessary to adopt a 
rule that unruly or pugnacious 
members could be fined “for 
each offence, four bottles good 
wine.” 

The same penalty punished 
gambling infractions. Here the 
rule held that “no member shall 
presume or offer to play for 





more than 20 shillings at whist, 
picquet or any other game . 
on proof of gambling for any 
more, the member or members 
so offending shall pay the value 
of four bottles of good wines...” 


HOW OFTEN members ran 
afoul of thees rules—and how 
many “bottles good wine” were 
exacted from offenders, is not 
recorded, Dr. Marcus says, but 
it is not likely that the law- 
abiding members often lacked 
free refreshment. 

Of the nine club charter mem- 
bers, only three were Sephardim, 
that is of Spanish or Portugese 
origin. Although the Sephardic 
synagogal rite prevailed in Amer- 
ican Judaism until the 1840s, by 
the mid-1700s most American 
Jews were already Ashkenazim, 
of Central or East European 
origin.

for ten years and has sought to 
prove its injustice and illegality. 
The Histadrut ought, therefore, 
to be curbed lest by its action it 
gives recognition to the instru- 
ment of boycott as a legitimate 
means of political pressure.

ATTACK ON U.J.A. WRONG 


The attack on the United Jewish Appeal (P-O, July 1) 
by Rabbi Emanuel Rackman, former president of the Rab- 
binical Council of America, (Orthodox), will find no re- 
sponse from the Orthodox lay people, much less from the 
U.S. Jewish community as a whole. 


THE COMMUNITY has always resented the diversion 
of funds raised by the UJA to any purposes other than 
that for which they were raised. The community has wel- 
comed this new ruling cutting off allocations to Israel 
political parties. 

Rabbi Rachman is informed enough to know that not 
a small proportion of the funds that were assigned to wel- 
fare projects of Israel political parties was squandered and 
misapplied. There was corruption, and any Israeli con- 
versant with what went on was aware of and resented 
these allocations. 


THE UNITED JEWISH Appeal will be strengthened 
rather than harmed by attacks by any special interests, 
for this only serves to assure the Jewish community that 
the UJA funds now will go only to the source for which 
they are contributed. 

But the UJA is not as lilly white here as she at- 
tempts to make out. She has never let the public know 
freely that $2 million annually were allocated from UJA 
funds to Israeli political parties. And now to attempt to 
throw the blame on the Jewish Agency by saying the 
decision to suspend these allocations was made solely by 
the Jewish Agency is in bad grace. The UJA welcomes 
this decision, we are sure, and should so state. 


IS THE ELECTION RIGGED 


The complaint of Aaron Riche, an honorary vice pre- 
sident of the Zionist Organization of America, that the 
forthcoming election for the presidency of the ZOA has 
already been determined in behind-the-scene maneuvers, 
is accurate. 

THE GROUP HEADED by Dr. Emanuel Neumann and 
Abraham Goodman, placed the mantle of the presidency 
on Max Bressler of Chicago, as we stated in an editor's 
chair some months ago, and there it will stay. 

3ut the issue is not one of democracy or not. What is 
involved is the financial status of the ZOA, which is prac- 
tically bankrups, and not politics. If Rabbi Max Nussbaum 
tically bankrupt, and had promised to devote his time 
to supplying the needed cash wherewith to bail out the 
ZOA, then very likely Rabbi Nussbaum could have the job. 


WE DON’T GO along with Dr. Samuel Margoshes who 
sees in Bressler another Daniel Frisch, but for that matter 
we didn’t see Daniel Frisch as the such a strong guiding 
hand at the time either. 

The future of the ZOA hangs in the balance. As the 
paper which stopped the draft Neumann drive two years 
ago on the basis of its undemocratic involvements, we 
today feel the charge of “rigging” is unwarranted. 

The Bressler backers too have made a mistake. 


THEY SHOULD issue a public statement to the effect 
that the election is not predetermined, that although a 
sirong group is supporting Bressler, any other candidates 
are most welcome to seek the office. And then they should 
explain why they believe that under the present circum- 
siances their man is the best to guide the destinies of 
the ZOA. 


SENATOR KENNEDY 


WE HOPE THE unanimity of opinion that was re- 
flected in our “Inquiring Reporter” (P-O, July 1) in which 
every Jew approached said they were willing to vote for 
a Catholic for president is also an accurate reflection of 
the views of all Jews. 

Whether or not Sen. Kennedy is the best man for the 
presidency is up to the voters to decide. If however he 
should not be permitted a fair chance of winning the office 
because of his religion that would be a serious setback 
for American democracy. 

WHAT WE NEED at this point in our political history 
are fighters for democracy who believe that even our con- 
stitutional democracy must grow and develop. The election 
of a Catholic as president, provided he is the best aspirant 
for the office, is an important step in this direction.

WE WONDER now if our position on the 
United Jewish Appeal's cutting off The POST 
and OPINION from its advertising schedule 
this year was valid or not? Only two of our 
tens of thousands of readers wrote to us 
angrily wanting more specific details so they 
could challenge the United Jewish Appeal for 
seeking to still our voice, 

As far as the official representatives of 
the Jewish communities of Louisville, Indian- 
apolis, St. Louis and Chicago where we pub- 
lish local editions and serve the local annual 
drives well publicity-wise, none of them has, ac- 
cording to our knowledge, even so much as 
written that first letter to the UJA. 


A STAFF MEMBER of the UJA advised 
us that we were cut off from this advertising 
because the officials of the UJA didn’t like 
some of the things we printed. The UJA’'s 
official word to us was that our circulation 
was duplicated, which of course it isn’t, and 
that they were retrenching on their advertis- 
ing program. As far as we could determine, 
this retrenchment involved only us. 


The UJA has a perfect right to object to 
what we print on grounds that it is inaccurate, 
but they have not so challenged us. Their 
position therefore must be that they object to 
criticism and are going to spend the money 
for advertising not wisely, but on the basis 
of what papers say the UJA can do no wrong. 


ONE PRESIDENT of a leading national 
organization, we learn, did take up the mat- 
ter with the UJA, but what about the other 
national organizations? Do they think free- 
dom of the Jewish press is not a valued asset? 


We have an idea that the inroads of pro- 
fessionalism in our Jewish community has had 
the effect of robbing us of our voice of pro- 
test. 


There was a time when the Jewish lead- 
ers in our local communities throughout the 
U.S. were most vocal. They spoke out sternly 
against injustice, both within and without the 
Jewish community. 


If the UJA is permitted to proceed with- 
out reprimand in this course, then our local 
Jewish communities might as well shut up 
shop, and just take orders from our national 
Jewish organizations.

THE UAHC ON THE other hand feels 
strongly the need for more rabbis on the 
grounds that there are more vacant pulpits 
and many a congregation that could be estab. 
lished were there more Reform rabbis. 

This is of course a delicate question. 

Rabbi Bamberger also called for a study 
of the question of higher qualifications for 
student rabbis preparing for ordination.

Personalization in Synagogue Is a Two-Way Street 


By Rabbi BALFOUR BRICKNER 

“What I most want of the Tem- 
ple is that it should be a per- 
sonal place! When it becomes so 
large that I do not know anyone, 
or when the Rabbi does not know 
me, it no longer suits my needs.” 

Many times have I heard this 
refrain. Long have I pondered it. 
How can a Rabbi, a board and 
staff make or keep the Temple 
personal? Keep it small in size? 


That's only part of the answer. 


No. The problem and its solution 
lies elsewhere. The concept be- 
hind the use of the word “per- 
sonal” really involves the idea 
of interpersonal relationships. It 
is difficult to be personal with an 
inanimate object for the simple 
reason that the object in ques- 
tion does not and cannot re- 
spond. 

IT IS EQUALLY difficult, if 
not impossible, to become pe 
sonal with someone whom you 
do not know or with whom you 
come into contact only infre- 
quently. Such is often the case 
with a Temple membership, 
many of whom join in order to 
send their children to religious 
school. However, with those who 
join a congregation and who be- 
come active in some facet of the 
congregation’s life or work, the 
congregation is a personal, warm 
place, and Temple membership is 
a satisfying experience 
than not. 

When we share experiences to- 
gether on a long-term and sus- 
tained basis, when we work, 
Study, cry and laugh together, 
we interpersonalize. As long as 
these experiences are missing, I 
do not see how it is possible to

realize your desire that “the 


temple be personal.” 


THE TEMPLE makes a sin- 
cere effort to personalize. While 
I do not always succeed, I do 
make a sincere effort to Person- 
alize in relationships with mem- 
bers, and we sponsor parties for 
new members (at which less 
than 50 per cent of those invited 
appear); we invite you to be- 
come active in the affiliated or- 
ganizations and the committces 
of the Temple (one-half of our 
membership never responds); we 
conduct all manner of services, 
meetings, study sessions and the 
like (a good one-third of our con- 
gregation are never present); 
you are urged to participate in 


the regular business meetings of 
the congregation (the annual at- 
tendance at these runs between 
100 and 140).

conditions, can 
personalization? This 
may sound like a complaint. In 
truth, it is not. I realize that con- 
gregational affiliation means as 
many different things as there 
are different members. I merely 
point out here that I do rot get 
excited or worried when someone 
says to me: “You know, Rabbi, 
the congregation is not as per: 
sonal as it might be!”

A Leading Role Despite Small Numbers

Suddenly, on that bullet- 
clouded, musket-swinging spring 
day, a thousand drawling voices 
cascaded into a raucous shouting 
of Dixie. 

Major Robert Anderson, bleary- 
eyed and beaten, his blue uni- 
form torn by the force of battle, 
stared blankly into the laughing 
grey swell before him. Behind 
him, Ft. Sumter lay broken, its 
stone walls gaping from the 
wounds of war. Anderson sighed, 
unhooked his scabbard, and pre- 
sented it to the conqueror — 
Southern Commander Brigadier 
General Beauregard. The time 
was April 12, 1861. The place — 
Charleston Bay Harbor, South 
Carolina. The event — Civil War. 


IN THE folrowIng years, an 
American citizenry torn between! 
North and South struggled on/| 
the battlegrounds of war.

12,000 mingled their blood with| 
the soil in an out-pouring of| 
glory, suffering and military ma- 
jesty. 

From New York came the five 
Wenk brothers and Col. Sol Levy 
and his three sons.

Said Imbued With Love of Judaism

I read, with great interest, 
your June 3 account of my diffi- 
culties with my former congre- 
gation ,the Howard Beach Jew- 
ish Center. I only regret that the 
article not given top pri- 
ority by you—not because I seek 
added publicity—but rather be- 
cause I sincerely feel that here 
is the important picture of Amer- 
ican Jewry; here, more than in 
stories about factional splits in 
the American Jewish Congress, 
is our community’s image; here 
lies mirrored the shallowness and 
emptiness of the facade called 
American Judaism. 


BELIEVE ME, when I say with 
all the sincerity at my command, 
that I harbor no ill feelings to- 
wards the members of the con- 
gregation. I wish each and all 
only the “best. I write this letter 
not with malice, but rather with 
a hope that through seeing clear- 
ly what really happened in this 
so very typical American Jewish 
community, they and the reader, 
too, will more clearly under- 
stand the terrible nihilism that 
parades under the title—Ameri- 
can Judaism.

I came to the Howard Beach 
Jewish Center in 1958. Having 
been called “ultra-Orthodox” by 
the Board, no doubt the reader 
gets the impression of a bearded 
zealot, shunning the evils of sec- 
ularism, etc. It is important that 
he understand that this is not 
so, in order to understand the 
mind of the Board. 

Let us look into the “old coun- 
try” ideas and “ultra-Orthodox” 
teachings. Let us see just what 
a president, a board of directors 
of a House of G-d, consider to 
be ultra-Orthodox.

I organized at my own expense 
a Shabhas Club in my home. 
There, the children played games, 
learned songs, Stories, and 
cussed the Portion of the Week, 
There they sat for the first time 
in their young lives at a Shalosh 
Seudos meal and said the bless- 
ing over the bread and the Grace 
after meals. There, thirty chil- 
dren prayed the Maariv prayers 
and watched with awe and dig- 
nity as the Havdala ceremony 
broguht the Sabbath to an end. 
This was not part of the bill of 
particulars of my job. This was 
done because my heart went out 
to the spiritually starved chil- 
This was done because I 
was “ultra-Orthodox.” 

THE CHILDREN loved to pray 
each day. They learned to wear 
the Katan. Children who 
were selfish, greedy and undis- 
ciplined—unable understand 
the meaning of the word “sacri-
